TO HARVESE MILKWEED 
PODS FOR LIFE JACKETS 

An opportunity for Maine young- 
sters to help directly in winning 
the war by picking milkweed pods 
dis described in advance informa-= 
‘tion ‘received by the Maine Exten— 
sion Service from the U. 8S, De- 
partment of Agriculture, 

The floss from milkweed is used 
in making Iife jackets, aviator's 
suits, and in insulating aircraft. 
This light, buoyant material {ys 
-equal to the kapok it replaces and 
-even ‘better in some respects, It is 
rot resistant and less likely to 
pack or lump after continued use. 

The 2,000,000 pounds of milk 
weed now required—enough © to 
male 4,200,000 Mag West jackets— 
is to be secured from natural 
stands of milkweed in 21 states, 
including Maine. 

Boys and girls are asked to pick 
the well-filled pods in early fail, 
place them In open-mesh bags, dry 
them from 2 to 6 weelts, and fol~ 
low shipping instructions available 
from their county war board, coun- 
ty agent, or local representative of 
the Soll Conservation Service. 

The government pays 20 cents 
% bag (about 800 pods) for proper 
ly dried milkweed pods, 

The pods will be shipped to Po- 
toskey, Mich, to the only pro- 
cessing plant In the world equip- 


ped to separate milkweed floss! 


from pods and seed, 

The floss in two bags of mill- 
weed pods fills a life jacket, Byery 
bag of pods collected will help. to 
fill the need—may help save a. life, 

More detailed “instructions on 
picking and drying the pods will 
be available before picking time 
arrives, 

In the meantime, boys and girls 
In 4-H Clubs, scout troops or other 
organizations may wish to make 
thelr plang to pnrticlpate In this 
war project.

Answer: Trisodium phosphate can 
be used, in the proportion of three 
: pounds to the gallon of hot water, 
This is an alkaline remover, not an 
t acid. The chemical ean be bought 
in bulk froma large paint store or 
mail order house, and also from a 
dealer in chemicals, It is not car- 
ried at drug stores. It can be bought 
at a grocer’s under various trade 
names, Ask for a colorless clean- 
ing powder that makes no lather. 

After varnish is removed, rinse off 
all traces of the solution with clear 
walter, and allow the wood to dry 
thoroughly. ‘You can have the floors 
scraped with a floor-sanding ma- 
chine. This will save you hours of 
work and ¢liminate much of the 
mess that goes with a liquid var- 
nish remover job,

Question: My house had varnished 
natural wood. I serubbed the wood- 
work clean and put on two under- 
coats of white flat paint and two of 
semi-gloss white yaint. The flat and 
semi-gloss paint started cracking 
as soon as the paint dried. Could 
you advise me what to do to get 
good results without removing the 
finish? The walls are freshly pa- 
pered and the floors have been re- 
finished. I do not wish to damage 
them. 

Answer: Try sanding the wood- 
work with fine sandpaper, then wipe 
off the dust. What remains of the 
cracks can be filled with “spackle,” 
which you can get at a hardware or 
paint store. You never should apply 
paint, varnish or enamel over a 
glossy surface, The gloss first must 
be dulled.

_The floss from milkweed is used 
in making life jackets, aviator's 
suits, and In insulating aircrafé, 
This light, buoyant material Is 
equal to the kapok it replaces and 
‘even ‘better in some respects. It is 
rot resistant and less. likely to 
pack or lump after continued use. 

The 2,000,000 pounds of milk- 
weed now required—cnough to. 
make 1,200,000 Mac West jackets 
js to be secured from natural 
stands of milkwveed in 21 states, 
including Maine, 

Boys and girls aré asked to pick 
fhe well-filled pods In early fall, 
place them in opén-mesh bags, dry 
them from 2 to 6 weeks, and fol- 
low shipping instructions available 
from thelr county wart board, coun- 
ty ayers, or local representative of 
the Soll Conservation Service. 

‘The government pays 20 cents 
a bag (about 800 pods) for proper— 
ly dried millweed pods. 

The pods will be shipped to Pe- 
toskey, Mich, to the only pro- 
cessing plant fn thé world equip- 
ped to separate milleweed floss 
from pods and seed, 

The floss in two bags of milk- 
weed pods filla a life jacket, Evory 
bag of pods collected will help to 
fill the necd—may help save a Hfe. 

More detailed instructions of 
pleking ond drying the pods will 
be available before picking time 
arrives. 

In the meantime, boys and girls 
in 4+H Clubs, scott troops or other 
orgarizations may wish to make 
their plans to participate in this 
war project.
